A coroner’s verdict of acci- 
dent was returned today in the 
drowning of Dalvie Garrett, 13 
years old, 9837 Perrin avenue, 
Lemay, in an unprotected pond 
in a recreation area at 9200 
South Broadway late yesterday.

This would deplete the fund 
earmarked for traffic improve- 
ments, and is opposed by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker. 

$250,000 Tobacco Tax. 

A bill to tax tobacco products 
other than cigarettes has been 
introduced. It would bring in 
an estimated $250,000 a year. 
On smoking tobacco, chewing 
snuff, the levy 
would be 1 cent on each 10 
cents in retail sales. The tax 
on cigars would range from 1 
cent on the cheapest to 5 cents 
on the most expensive cigars. 

The aldermen have been 
wrestling with the problem of 
balancing the budget for six 
weeks. Board President Gunn 
believes that a cut of about 
$1,000,000 in the $64.000,000 


A 4-cent increase in the 
property tax rate for hospital 
purposes was voted yesterday 
After defeating this measure 
Friday by a vote of 12 to 13, | 
the aldermen reconsidered and 
passed it, 15 to 12.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
The purpose of this letter is to 
state the facts of my husband's 
death June 11 in the hope that 
some who read this letter may 
be spared my experience. 


My husband suffered a heart 
attack at 1:30 a.m. I called the 
hospital where he was employed 
and was told the doctors did not 
go out on calls. I explained the 
emergency but to no avail. After 
a wait and prolonged conversa- 
tion, I was advised to call the 
“medical center.” I did. There 
were no doctors available—she 
would try to call one who'd come. 


After more time lost, a young 
doctor telephoned to say we might 
need an ambulance but that he 
would arrive in some thirty min- 
utes. The doctor practiced the 
standard resuscitation procedure, 
but it was too late. At 2:30 a.m. 
my husband was dead. 

Why can’t we give the same 
consideration to our lives that we 
demand for our property? I 
would not have to dicker, dally, 
and plead with the Fire Depart- 
ment if my house was afire—or 
with the Police Department if I 
discovered a burglar in my home. 
My husband's life was worth much 
more to me than either a home 
or my silverware. 

I ask the officials of this city 
to institute a public service that 
will assure our lives assistance 
equal to that we provide for our 
property.

outmoded Sta Louis building code. 

St. Louis needs a building code based 
marily on performance, not specifications. 
The existing code requires buildérs to use 
certain materials—bricks, say—to the exclu- 
sion of newer ones that might be cheaper in 
themselves and cheaper to install. 

Some of the Building Trades unions, as well 
as numerous materials dealers and manufac- 
turers, have a strong vested interest in the 
specification-type code. 

Until December 1954 it would have been 
illegal to build in St. Louis such handsome 
and utilitarian structures as the glass-walled 
U.N. Headquarters in New York or the 21 
stories of aluminum curtain that sheath the 
Aluminum Co. of America building in Pitts- 
burgh. 

At that time, after considerable prodding 
from Mayor Tucker, the Aldermen amended 
the St. Louis code so as to permit Brown Shoe 
Co. to put up a new building here with metal - 
panels instead of bricks as exterior walls. 

But the Aldermen limited use of the 
panels to buildings with more than 100,000 
square feet. They specifically barred the use 
of panels in the construction of schools and 
hospitals. In the first instance they discrim- 
inated against the small: business man; in 
the second they discriminated against the 
whole body of taxpayers. 

, This rule and hundreds of other restrictive 
ones continue in force in the code, but there 
is a good chance all of them can be changed—. 
especially if the Building Trades Council will 
throw its influence to the side of a more lib- 
eral approach: Some time this fall a com- 
pletely revised building code is expected to be 
recommended to the Aldermen for adoption. 

Work on the. new code has been in progress 
since 1954 under the direction of a 13-mem- 
ber committee appointed by Mayor Tucker. 
Writing a building code is slow business. The 
present code, adopted about 1945, took nine 
years to complete, 

The objective of the Mayor’s committee has 
been to draw a code based primarily on per- 
formance. Does a given material meet basic 
standards of strength, fire resistance and 
other physical qualities? If so, then builders 
ought to be permitted to use it. 

If the Building Trades Council would back 
the overriding public interest in this issue, 
consistently with its indorsement of the “full 
day’s work” clause, then future building in 
St. Louis may be less expensive and strikingly 
different. 


Reason and Fishing Licenses 


The non-resident fishing license is a vul- 
ture to anglers, and a golden goose to state 
conservation commissions. Generally the 
charge made for it is considerably higher 
than the cost of a resident license—even 
though it is used for a much shorter period. 
Commissioners and legislators feel free to 
impose the higher charge on visitors who can- 
not vote in their states, and the money so 
collected finances a good part of the fish and 
game activities of many a state. 

The requirement of a non-resident license 
is especially burdensome where streams and 
lakes extend across state lines. Obvious ex- 
amples are the fine fishing waters of Norfork, 
Bull Shoals and Table Rock lakes, created by 
impoundments of the White river, imperturb- 
ably flowing on both sides of the Missouri- 
Arkansas line. There a fisherman had better 
have licenses issued by both states unless he 
wants to run afoul of the game wardens of 
one or the other. 

The Missouri and Arkansas commissions, 
meeting in joint session in Branson, have 
made a start on easing this license nuisance. 
They have agreed that the charge for a non- 
resident license shall be the same in each 
state, The ideal solution would be full reci- 
procity, each state acknowledging a license 
issued by the other. Short of that, states could 
agree to charge the same fee of residents and 
non-residents. In this day of automobile tour- 
ing that might bring in more money than 
sonfe commissions. anticipate. The Arkansas 
and Missouri commissioners are to be con- 
gratulated for taking at least a first, step 
toward rationalizing the non-resident fee. 


Mountain Out of a Molehill 


A mountain has now been made out of a 
molehill in what is largely an. attempt to de- 
feat President Eisenhower’s plan for reor- 
ganizing the Defense Department. Secretary 
of Defense Neil McElroy’s inept words and 
injudicious public anger over what Adm. 
Arleigh Burke, Chief of Naval Operations, 
told the Senate Armed Services. Committee 
have been magnified into far more impor- 
tance than they deserve. Senator Russell, 
chairman of the committee and. a vigorous 
opponent of the President’s reform plan, has 
made the most of his chance to Hamstring 
the program. 

Appearing as a witness before the commit- 
tee, Adm. Burke strongly opposed two points 
in the Eisenhower defense plan: (1) for re- 
moval of the three service secretaries from 
the: chain of command; (2) for permitting 
transfer, merger or abolition of combat func- 
tions from one service to another. It was his 
duty to answer truthfully the questions the 
Senators put to him and, to give his honest 
opinion. Secretary McElroy several weeks 
ago said he believed a military witness should 
do these things and do them without fear of 
any kind of reprisals. 

But Mr. MeBlroy, who has been campaign- 
ing all-out for the President's plan without 
any amendments, forgot himself when he 
commented Saturday on Adm. Burke's testi- 
mony. There was absolutely nothing wrong 
with saying, “I think he is a fine officer and 
I am sorry he is mistaken in this respect.” 
Unfortunately he also said: “I have no plans 
to have his position vee I - oe 
only one that js responsible for uture.” 

This was had for Senator Russell to 
cry “sword of reprisal” tactics although Mr. 
McElroy on Sunday: explained he not 
meant to rebuke Adm. Burke, asserting, “The

It is now more than four years since the 
Supreme Court unanimously found racial seg- 


equal rights in public education for all cit- 
izens regardless of race. 

Still he has never spoken a word to that 
effect. He has referred to the decision as the 
law of the land and for that reason he has 
noted it as something which he is sworn to 
support. But he has never given the great 
decision, which Chief Justice Warren read, 
the high level backing to which it is entitled. 

The tragedy of Little Rock, now followed 
by the court ruling to suspend integration, 
might have been averted with foresighted 
leadership. But instead of moving to meet 
the problem, the choice of the President was 
to sit and wait. He continued to wait after 
the integration order of Judge Davies was 
being defied by Gov. Faubus. Mr. Eisenhower 
waited until violence broke out and lives were 
in danger. Then he sent in the paratroopers. 


After the troops took over the subject again 
seemed to be dismissed from the White House 
calendar. It comes back now because the four 
Negro leaders went to see the President on 
the subject closest to their hearts. If the pat- 
tern of the past is followed, it will again re- 
cede into the White House shadows. 


This is a problem on which 173,000,000 cit- 
izens are entitled to expect leadership from 
their President. It needs the illumination, 
the exposition, the appeal to reason that the 
White House can give it. Were Mr. Eisen- 
hower a candidate for re-election he under- 
standably might walk the tightrope for polit- 
ical effect. But he cannot succeed himself 
a second time. Why does he not see his oppor- 
tunity—greater than that of any President 
since the Great Emancipator Lincoln—to 
serve the cause of equal rights for all? 


Fitzpatrick’s Retirement 


Daniel Robert Fitzpatrick’s cartoons have 
been such an integral part of this page for 
so long that it is difficult to accept the fact 
of his retirement. 

But he insists it is so; and, characteristi- 
cally, he declines any of the formal farewells 
that often go with such an event. We cannot 
refrain from risking his displeasure, however, 
to say inadequately something that is in all 
our hearts at the Post-Dispatch. 

That Fitz is a great cartoonist, the towering 
leader of his craft, a lifetime of honors bears 
witness. The Post-Dispatch is proud to have 
given him a forum for the exercise of his 
extraordinary talents. Yet it is not only Fitz 
the artist but Fitz the human being that we 
shall miss. 

His astringent wit, his skepticism, his ex- 
plosive rejection of stuffiness and hypocrisy 
and pretense wherever found, his devotion to 
justice, his passion for liberty, above all the 
sense of humanity by which he identifies him- 
self always with the common man—these are 
traits that command affection as well as 
respect. 

One need not agree with him on every 
question to acknowledge that on the great, 
fundamental, enduring issues—the issues of 
democracy against fascism, of freedom 
against tyranny, of the Bill of Rights against 
McCarthyism in whatever form, of reform 
against reaction, of plain people against 
their would-be masters, Fitz invariably and by 
deep instinct has lined up on the side of the 
liberal spirit. 

We wish him many happy years in re- 
tirement. x 


New Evidence in Galindez Case 


Representative Porter of Oregon is calling 
for the reopening of the case of Dr. Jesus de 
Galindez, opponent of the Trujillo dictator- 
ship in the Dominican Republic, who disap- 
peared March 12, 1956, after leaving a class 
at Columbia University, New York. In the 
light of newly-disclosed documents which re- 
late the missing Basque, scholar to Gerald 
Lester Murphy, free lance American flyer 
who later disappeared in the Dominican cap- 
ital Ciudad Trujillo, a reopening is fully in 
order. 

As related by Anthony Lewis in The New 
York Times service, the documents included 
a notebook and paper bearing the name of 
Dr. Galindez written in the missing aviator’s 
hand. Another item appears to be a chronicle 
of events connected with the scholar’s disap- 
pearance and still another a timetable of a 
flight to the island which Trujillo rules. This 
timetable appears to correspond with one on 
which the kidnaped Dr. Galindez is thought 
to have been transported, perhaps in a 
drugged condition, to Ciudad Trujillo. 

The Justice Department speculates that 
Dr. Galindez’s name would not have appeared 
in a notebook of the missing flyer unless 
there were some connection between the two. 
The speculation is a fair one. It would justify 
going behind the recent report of Morris 
Ernst,. New ary Sings which amounts to 

Trujillo dictatorship as 
not in any way related to the disappearance 
of Dr. Galindez.

What Life Was Like in Little Rock High 


Girl Who Was Expelled Tells About Kickings and Tauntings 


By Minnijean Brown as Told 
to J. Robert Moskin 
in Look Magazine 


My first real trouble came in 
French class; a boy put his feet on 
“the seat across the aisle. I asked if 
I might go by, very politely. He 
said, “Nigger, if 

you want to go by

Then he told me 
to walk over his 
legs, and when I 
did, he kieked at 
me. In _ stepping 
over him, I touched his foot: he was 
ready to beat me up. I called my 
guard (each of us had a soldier who 
met us at the school door, walked 
behind us and stood outside our 
classroom). The teacher told the 
guard to. leave the room. She said 
she would keep order in her class. 

One day, a boy whose locker was 
near mine said, “Don’t touch my 
locker, nigger, or I'll kick the - - - 
out of you.” I was.mad and an- 
“swered him back. He reported it, 
and it Went on my record as using 
unladylike language. My guard 
heard the whole thing. 

I never tmd a temper before; I 
was a very happy person. I suppose 
I never had to take this sort of thing. 
But when I was called on to recite 
in French class, some kid would say 
out loud, “Jees, look at the nigger 
reciting,” I changed. Not a day 
went by that I wasn’t called some- 
thing dreadful. 


“Most Hated Girl’ 


While the 10lst was there, we had 
an abundance of friends, but after 
they left, I had only one. She made 
me realize that everyone didn’t hate 
me. Most of the time, it was lonely. 

I know how I got to de the most 
hated girl in Little Rock. Everyone 
had to uy out for the Christmas pro- 
gram. hey needed three sopranos, 
and I made it. Mother was going to 
make me a white dress for the per- 
formance, but she warned me I 
would never be allowed to sing. She 
was right, One day, the teacher said 
that Mr. Matthews, the principal, 
didn’t know if it would be best if I 
was on the program. I asked to talk 
to him. He said he feared the kids 
would walk out or throw things or 
riot. I was never allowed to sing. 

One day in the cafeteria, I tried 
to walk in the narrow aisle between 
the tables, holding my tray high as 
we always had to do. Five boys in a 
row pushed their chairs back to 
block me. I stepped back. They 
moved their chairs in. Then one boy 
pushed his chair out again. I spilled 
my bow! of chili over two of the boys. 

A National Guardsman took me 
to the principal's ‘office. Mr. Mat- 
thews became very upset. He called 
the superintendent, and I was sus- 
pended for 10 school days. 

After the Christmas holiday, I was 
allowed to go back to school. I prom- 
ised not to fight back. 


Public Opinion 


When I was back four days, I was 
paid back for the ehili. A boy, David 
Sontag, spilled soup on me. He 
walked behind me and stood there. 
Then he tilted the tray and dropped 
the bowl on my head. It hurt so 
bad, but I couldn't cry. ~The kids 
gave the boy 15 rahs. 

Gym was the most heartbreaking 
class. Girls can: be cruel. They 
would stand around and dance what 
they said were Ubangi dances. Bas- 
ketballs and deck-tennis rings would 
fly at your head. The girls would 
ask, “Is your mother black?” They'd 
draw pictures and say that’s how 
your mother looks. 

Elizabeth Eckford was-with me in 


. gym class; we were put together for 


partner games. Elizabeth and I 
would think of Jackie Robinson. We 
said if somebody else could do it, 
we could do it too. We were kicked 
often. If something happened to 
me, they’d laugh so hard, and they'd 
clap when I did something wrong.

When I got real mad, I'd just go 
over in a corner by myself until | 
got over it. Once I was so mad, I 
sat in the dressing room a long time, 
and when I came out, they hissed— 
almost all of the 70 girls. 


There was one boy I was espe- 
cially seared of — Richard Boehler. 
The day he was suspended for poor 
schoolwork, I was walking to the 
car after.classes when he kicked me 
hard. I cried at that time. Mother 
saw him do it. She asked a guard 
if he saw it. He didn’t even answer. 

When I would walk into school, I 
used to get that “here-we-go-again” 


she’d beat me up. I didn’t answer 
her even then. When I went into 
my home room, she kept yelling 
from the door. Finally I turned to 
the girl and said, “Don’t say anything 
more to me white trash.” 


Then I walked to my seat. Frankie 
got so mad she started screaming at 
me. She threw her pocketbook and 
hit me in the back of the head. My 
first impulse was to beat her with 
it, but I’ just picked it up and threw 
it down and walked to the office. 


Frankie said, “Minnijean called me 
‘white trash.’” I said, “Frankie has 
been calling me ‘nigger,” for a week 
and threw her pocketbook at me 
after I called her ‘white trash.’” 
Frankie refused to apologize. I said 
I would if she would. I guess I was 
supposed ‘to apologize whether she 
did or not. 


When I went back to class, every- 
one was saying, “Did you hear that 
Minnijean called Frankie ‘white 
trash’? We'll have to do something 
about her.” In glee club, I had to 
sit in a row by myself. This time, 
all the bad ones said things. 


I tried to phone mother, but 
three boys wouldn’t let me in the 
phone booth. I telephoned from the 
office, but mother wasn’t home.- At 
lunch, a boy threw hot soup on me. 
They gave him 15 rahs too. 


Invited to New York 


That night, the radio said I had 
+ been suspended. At 11:30, mother 
called the superintendent. She was 
pretty angry. She said I'd be in 
school the next day. In the morning, 
Mr. Matthews phoned to say official- 
ly that I was suspended. Several 
days later, the School Board expelled 
me for the rest of the term. 


Mrs. Daisy Bates of the NAACP 
said not to worry, I could go to 
school in New York. I just didn’t 
believe anything that good could 
happen. Then Mrs. (Kenneth B.) 
Clark wrote a letter inviting me to 
live with them, and Dr. (John J.) 
Brooks sent a wire inviting me to 
go to the New Lincoln School. 

I've heard that the incidents at 
Central kept on after I left. The 
segregationists next picked out 
Ernest Green and tried to stop him 
from graduating. They kept throw- 
ing rotten e apd tomatoes and 
water. White kids spit on Elizabeth. 


When we first started, I felt I was 
breaking new ground for Negroes. 
But ‘after the 10)st left and nobody 
who was causing trouble was caught, 
I got to feel it wasn’t doing any good. 
Mother would say it does help.

Buren, Ark., a friend of mine has 
gotten along very well in an inte- 
grated school.

He 
buys what he calls “Evening in Paris—Kentucky” 
perfume at the dime store in Clayton and sprays 
it inside the booth and around the telephone 
mouthpiece. It must be the cleanest and most 
pleasant-smelling telephone booth in this area— 
if not the world. 


Al gets checks as high as $12 a month from the tele- 
phone company as his share in the booth. But, being a 
business man, he likes to drum up as much new business 
as he can. After all, at one and seven-tenths cents per call 
a Man may never get rich but he can always do better.

“My mother was very strong- 
ly against forcing anyone to 
practice,” he recalls. “If you 
didn’t practice you didn’t take 
lessons.” 

One of the teachers who 
most influenced him-was a 
former St. Louisan, Katherine 
Carmichael. She lives in St. 
Louis now and was the first 
person Whallon tried to locate 
when he arrived in town. It 
was she whom he sought out 
for advice when he got his first 
musical break. 


“They needed someone to di- 
rect the choir at the Methodist 
Church in Akron,” said Whal- 
lon. “They couldn't get anyone 
tp take it, which is why they 
took me, I guess. I was the 
organist but I was only 14 or 
15 at the time and had to lead 
adults. It was wonderful ex- 
perience in technique 

“Since we don’t have much 
opera in this country, the 
church choir is one of the best 
things for young conductors. 
The fact that you: have to con- 
duct twice a week or more 
keeps you in constant practice. 
Luckily I didn’t have to sing; 
I have a three-note range.” 

It was about this time that 
the “conducting bug” bit 
Whallon, and, as he says with 
a grin, “When it bites, it bites 
hard.” 

Playing his second instru- 
ment, the oboe, he tried out 
for the high school band, and 
then tried out for the job as

As a lieutenant (j.g.) he par- 
ticipated in the campaigns at 
Okinawa and Iwo Jima, came 
back to this country after a 
Japanese suicide pilot dam- 
aged his ship. After the war, 
he returned to the Patific to 
sweep mines for a while. He 
dismisses his wartime career 
as “an interesting way to see 
the Orient.” 

Back at Eastman he studied 
choral conducting with Her- 
man Genhart, orchestral con- 
ducting with Paul White, opera 
repertoire with Leonard 
Treash, conducted the school 
orchestra under Howard Han- 
son, and received the perform- 
er’s certificate in orchestral 
conducting upon graduation. 

Before graduation, however, 
two important things hap- 
pened. First, he was married 
to Jean Borgman of Bridge- 
port, Conn., whom he met in 
the class of choral conducting. 
Second, he competed in the 
Young Conductor's Competi- 
tion sponsored by Eugene Or- 
mandy and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra and won.

How to Remove Paint 


ONE of these fine days you 
may find yourself face to face 
with the somewhat dismal pros- 
pect of having to remove all 
or most of the paint off the 
outside of your house before 
fresh paint can be applied. 


Some people have avoided 
this project by selling the 
house and others have got 
around it by applying new 
siding over the old. Some 
have just let things go the way 
they are and the vast majority 
have gone to work to strip 
away the old cracked, blistered 
and peeling paint. 


The simplest way to remove 
old paint from the outside walls 
of a house is with a blow torch 
—either gasoline or one of the 
more modern types that use a 
small container of bottled gas 
to provide the heat. The 
flame should be adjusted so

not blue which is the hottest.

The copy read “Traditional as the Horse 
Guard at Buckingham Palace is the Londoner's preference 
for the driest of gins.

An angry letter from James Hanson, secre- 
tary of the Umbrella League, was received re- 
cently pointing up the damage such advertise- 
ments can cause between the two countries.

ENGINEERS can be exasper- 
ating people. Take 37-year-old 
Alexander H. Bohr, for in- 
stance. 

He is the man who has con- 
ceived a fantastic new gadget, 
a sort of “pocket. rocket” that 
will allow a man to gallop 
across country like a gazelle, 
run right up the side of a 
mountain or go straight up in 
the air like a human helicopter. 

Is Bohr excited about this 
fascinating contraption § that 
may be used for many pur- 
poses from increasing the mo- 
bility of troops.in battle ‘to 
enabling a housewife to rocket 
off to the supermarket for a 
pound of hamburger? .Not at 
all. Bohr talks about His revo- 
lutionary portable rocket unit 
as calmiy as if he had invented 


nothing more exciting than 
milk toast. 
“This portable rocket or 


jump belt is primarily designed 
to aid the foot soldier by giv- 
ing him a degree of mobility 
he never had before,” said 
Bohr, who is in the advanced 
engineering department of Re- 
action Moters Division of Thio- 
kol Chemical Corp. in nearby 
Denville, N. J. “But it could 
have its civilian uses, too.” he 
added. 


As he fingered a slide 
rule in the security-guarded 
Rockaway offices of Reaction 
Motors on the second floor 
above the post office in this 
quiet little town, he said 
firemen might use the strap- 
on rocket to boost them- 
selves up to the sécond floor 
of a burning building with- 
out the use of ladders. Moun- 
tain climbers might use the 
rocket to jump across a cre- 
vasse or rise up to a ledge 
just beyond reach. Skiers 
could use it to ski uphill and 
it might become standard 
equipment in the parapher- 

nalia of rescue squads.

NEW YORK, June 24. 

ONE CANNOT HELP won- 
dering whether, when the 
Soviets ordered the Hungarians 
to execute their four political 
prisoners, they had any idea 
of what the reaction would be 
throughout the world, not only 
in such countries as the United 
States and Great Britain but in 
places like India and Africa 
and South America. 

It is probably. helpful to have 
such a spontaneous: reaction 
express itself on a worldwide 
basis. Publie conscience has a 
way of developing and surpris- 
ing those who proceed on the 
supposition that what they did 
five years ago they can do 
now. 

This happens on everv level 
of public life, and in this par- 
ticular case it has happened in 
an international situation. Peo- 
ple were shocked at the bru- 
tality and cruelty of these 
executions. 


The Soviet Union has been 
annousieing at intervals of 
late that there had been mis- 
fakes made in accusations 
against various citizens. And 
as long as these citizens are 
still alive, it is possible for 
a mistake to be rectified. 
But once you execute some- 
‘one, clearing his memory two 
or three years later will not 
bring him back to life. 


That is one reason why the 
reaction against the Hungarian 
executions has heen as prompt 
and as violent as it has been 
on a world basis. It will do 
no good for support of this 
action to come from other 
comets countries.

“We 
can scale rocket motors to any 
size we wish. It's like knowing 
how to build autos. If you know 
how to build an automobile you 
can build a Cadillac or a Volks- 
wagon.” 

Reaction Motors was the first 
company established in the 
United States for the purpose 
of making rocket engines. Bohr 
has been with the company for 
more than 10 years.

Teaching Child to Swim 


WATER has a wonderful attraction for people young 
and old, but it has a special call to children. Any small 
child will turn on a faucet to see the water run, puddle it 
if he can, get into it if possible. Instinctively he feels it 
belongs to him and he to it. This is why we should teach 
all children to swim. 

Those who live close enough to water, a stream, a lake, 
river or ocean will soon learn to swim. To make their learn- 
ing safe they should be helped, taught and trained to swim 
and not forbidden as is sometimes done. 


In summertime, thoughtful parents will make 
arrangements for teaching, or, better yet, for hav- 
ing their children taught to swim properly. This 
should be a part of every child’s vacation educa- 
tion. 


When possible the teaching should be done by a pro- 
fessional swimming teacher, usually a teacher of physical 
education. He Knows that it is necessary to examine a child 
to make certain of the condition of his heart and lungs; 
to know something of what is to be expected of him once 
fle gets into the water. He has been trained for this, Too, 
he has mastered certain techniques in instruction that make 
his task lighter and that of his pupils much easier. 

But such teachers are not on hand in every place and 
often a parent takes charge. A few hints to parent-teachers 
may help. To teach the 3-year-old to want to swim, let him 
sit close to the water's edge while it laps his feet; let him 
play in it while his guardian watches close by. And do not, 
however tempted, toss him into the water. 


Once a child is frightened while in the water 

it is going to be difficult to teach him to have faith 

in it and in his ability to master it. ‘Ihe approach 

te swimming, for all children, should be made cau- 

tiously, one stroke after another, until he gets the 

feeling of power he must have to be a swimmer. 
Time the swimming period. Children will stay in too 
long if they are not watched. So, watch. Finally: Don't— 

ever—leave children alone during the swimming hour.
